The 
mst  of  die  caves  was  entered  in 
the  late  19400  by  a  young  Bed¬ 
ouin  goat-herder.

Meednc  Feb.  7  for  their  full 
board  meeti%  trustees  ap¬ 
proved  a  plan  tot  NAMB  to  pur- 
jperty  that  will 


be  located  in  Oarkston  Inter 
national  Kbie  Ouirch;  in  Mem¬ 
phis,  leaMsxid  dnueh.wffl  serve 
aa  a  hifo;  and  a  property  in  Ash¬ 
land,  Ky.,  wiU  be  a  hub  (or  Ap- 
paladiia  ministry  work. 

The  trustee  action  grants 
NAMB  the  authority  to  move 
forward  with  the  ttiuisition 
these  properties.  Churdies  wiU

Memphis  locations.

Mdber  said  the  ministiy  hubs 
outride  of  Atlanta  wiU  also  house 
equipment  and  supplies  to  be 
deployed  in  times  of  disaster,  al¬ 
lowing  for  a  quicker  response  for 
urgent  needs.

NAMB  president  Kevm  Esell

Gatewiw  Ser. inary  president

Ezell  rimied  ahead  progress 
in  NAMB's  continanc  efforts  to

Church  planter  assessment  cen¬ 
ters  are  now  present  in  20  cities 
across  the  United  States  and  Can¬ 
ada.  A  new  church  planter  leport- 
iiK  system  will  track  the  progress 
ofriiiirch  plants  in  key  areas  anJ 
pnrvide  reports  for  NAMB  and 
other  funding  partners. 

NAMB  conduct  three 
church  planter  orientations  this 
vear,  two  for  planters  in  Send  C3t- 
ies  and  one  for  plarters  serving 
outside  of  Send  dty  areas.

El  Paso  bar  sees 
a  remarkable 
transformation 


SAN  EUZARIO,  liMat  (BP)  - 
An  El  Paso-area  church.  I^e- 
sia  Bautista  Dios  oon  Noso^ 
(God  with  Us  Baptist  Church), 
withstood  opposition  from  al¬ 
leged  drug  traffickers  and  cre^ 
the  protection  of  God  for  the 
expansion  of  their  presence  in 
a  strip  shop^ang  center  in  San 
Elizano,  a  aty  of  5,600  in  El 
Paso  County. 

Iglesia  Bautista  Dios  con 
Ndsotros,  transited  in  English 
as  God  with  Us  Baptist  Church,' 
(fuickh  outgrew  the  small  space 
rented  in  2012,  so  they  expand¬ 
ed  the  storefoont.  WWiin  a  few 
years,  th^  again  need^  more 
rooni  but  the  owner  of . 

Bar  at  tiie  opposite  end  of  Uk- 
strm  center  h^  effier  ideas. 

He  wanted  them  off  the  prop¬ 
erty  entity. ‘The  bar  owner  sak 
tb^  he  did  not  care  for  us  to  be 
there,  eien  if  we  were  a  dhurch,' 
pastor  Marcos  Jadnto  recount- 

ed.  Jadnto.sid  be  replied  to  the 
bsT  owner, 'Do  what  you  need  to 

do.  God  is  with  us.' 

The  owner  indicated  he  knew 
a  lot  of  people  in  town  ivho  could 
do  sommimg  against  the  church 
to  force  them  tokave,  Chuy  Avi¬ 
la,  church  pknting  associate  with 
the  Sotahetri  Bapihm  of  Tteae 
Convention  tan  the  Soutbem 
Baptist  TEICkN,  the  wetidy  news 
journal  of  the  convention. 

Undeterred,  the  oongrega- 
tkm  continued  to  hold  cniirch 
services,  unaware  that  El  Paso 
County  sheriff’s  deputies  as  well 
as  FBI  and  DEA  agents  were 
conducting  a  kngthy  investiga¬ 
tion  into  allegeo  drug  traffick¬ 
ing  activities  at  Amigos  Bor  and 
otM  sites  in  Son  jOizarin  and 
nearby  Socorro  and  Clint. 

The  E)  Paso  Times  reporti  i 
that  on  June  22,  2016,  law  en- 
kircement  agents  armed  with 
search  wananls  recovered  weap¬ 


ons,  cocaine,  and  cash  from 
the  properties.  Amigos  Bar  was 
cloe^  its  own»  eventually  ar¬ 
rested  witii  others. 

finagps  Bar  was  no  longer  a 
threat,  out  Dios  con  Norntros 
continiied  to  desperatdy  need 
additional  space.  The  answer 
came  in  an  unexpected  way 
as  Jacinto  and  Sunday  School 
teachers  began  praying  for  a  so¬ 
lution  during  a  meeting  last  fell. 

"As  we  prayed,  we  beard  a 
knock  at  the  door,'  Jadnto  said, 
'it  was  the  owner  of  the  shopping 
center.  Hejbne  to  offer  us  the 
l»r  spaiesCirt  we  couldn't  afford 
to  pa^mt  on  something  so  bag.' 

the  church  leaders 
tsitated,  the  shopping  center 
owner  asked  them  to  come  to 
his  office  the  foUowine  dm'.  "He 
made  us  an  offer  of^t  what 
the  bar  paid,'  Jacinto  said. '  His 
exact  words  were,  'As  soon  as 
you  sign  the  contract,  this  place 
win  be  yours.’* 

Chuicb  members  began  trans- 
focming  the  3,ooo-aquare-fo(g- 
j^us  kmneT  bar  into  a  church. 
The  first  setviow  in  tile  newfecil- 
fy  were  held  the  weekmd  before 
Cnriatmas  and  attracted  many 
from  the  neijdiborhood. 

"TIMS'  hM  a  fiifl  house  for 
three  days  of  oervfoes,*  AvOm 
sak'.  “Peopk  wanted  to  know 
what  was  going  on  inside.'  Avila 
reraOed  the  smieB  of  the  bar  was 
stiD  pretty  stit^  in  that  first  ser¬ 
vice,  but  tins  since  vanished. 

Jacinto  said  the  choice  of  the 
San  FJizario  area  for  the  church 
was  deliberate.  'We  had  spent 
some  time  piaying  for  jtoid- 
ance,  seeking  for  a  place  to  be¬ 
gin.  The  Ixird  gave  us  this  place 
and  the  rent  was  accommodat¬ 
ing.  Also,  we  fell  that  we  aaiM 
rmte  with  the  people  since  we 
were  part  of  tiie  same  culture 
and  economic  status.'
